We were premature in congratulating Gene-
ral Butler on giving up his personal explana-
tion, and the House of Represcantatives on a
permanent relief from these oasual balf-hours
of vulgar wrangling.

He could not bear to go
home without striking & blow at his two ene-
mies, Davis and Farnsworth, and in so doing
called up the most disgraceful scene that any
Congress bas recently furnished, If, when
he rend the report he did not
think he bas had enough of personal explana-
tions to last a life-time, he must belong to an
order of pachyderms hitherto undeseribed.

It wonld have been difficult to find in any
bar.room of Water street on Thursday, _three
guch blackguards as Butler, Beck, and Farns-
worth.

This business of
personal explanations had grown such an
abuse that it needed to be made insufferable,
This has now been done. There is no lower
deep than that sounded by the three rowdy
champions of Thursday. The House jmay
yet derive some advantage from this throwing
of stench-pots, It is possible that tho men
who engaged in that aromatic pastime may

u-klux constitnents will see no harm in his
dishonoring the name of Congressman on
the floor of the House.

The Democrats in Congress have issued an
address to the people.

Upon hearing this, the first imprea-
siona of most people wilt be that the objact of
their alteck is the Democratic Government
of New York—for surely such an example of
“‘gentralization” was never seen in the world
before. All power is placed in the hands of
balf a dozen men, and the people are no
longer allowed to have & voioe even in the
election of the cbjef offiviale—still less any
control over them when they are in office.
Again, if we want to see a subsidized press,
we must certainly look to New York for it,
where numerous pspers are kept in existence
by corperation advertisements, for the sole
purpose of supporting the corrupt faction of
the Democratic party. Unless these journals
were thus fed and propped up, most of them
would out of existence in less than
three weeks, and all of them wonld de-
nounce the palpable and shameless mis-

His modesty has never been
Lngwn to stand injuriously between him and
the attalnment of any of his desires, finanoial
or convivial. The word *“‘check,” in its
modern gignifiecance, was oreated by pro-
phetic  philologists in  anticipation of
Lla arriving at maturity—whioh he did
the other day at the age of thirty-eight;
snd when  be pnsses naway the word
will become obsolete except in conneotion
with bhis memory. Cool, unblushing, unoon-
scious andacity i8 the chief characteristic of
the gallant Colonel, whether he ap ns
Admiral on the high sens of Long Island
Sound, or as an amateur pgentleman driving
bis four.in-hand on Fifth Avenue, or as the
fatted proprietor of the opera bouffe, or as the
wanager of Erie, or in hia more terror-
striking role of Achilles, at the head of the
New York 9th Regiment. It is in all his ter-
rible beauty as a warrior that we pansas to
regard him at the present moment, as it
is in this dazzling shape that he has juat
given us a fresh instance of his inimitable
effrontery.

It is no fuult of the dniioyorpors if it is not
retty ﬁenemlly underst that the New
‘ork 9th Regiment, Colonel Fisk command-
ing, is to visit Boston on the 17th of Jane to
asgist the descemdunts of the Puritans in
celebratibg the anniversary of a memorable
eveut. At one time it was contemplated to
let the 17th of June lie over for one year, if
Colonel Fisk did not see fit to volunteer to
come on and take charge of the thing. He
is coming, prelly much at bis own suggestion;
but matters are by no means so smooth as
might be expected. Brother Fisk—whose
austere piely is well known—has it in his
progg’mmo to have public religious services
on the Common on Sunday, the 18th. This
devotional spirit does not seem to meet with
ready encouragement in many qnarters,

We are rieved to notice this,
for no doubt the services wonld be
highly impressive. As we write these

words, a vision of the poasible spectacle rises
before our fancy's eye—we see General Boum,
and Prince Paul, and Barons Grog and Puck,
and Colonel James Fritz himself, and the
lovely Duchesse de Gerolstein (acting vivan-
diere of the Ninth) standing with bowed
heads around the Frog Pond, while the fune-
ral straing of AL/ que jaime ls militaires!
floats solemnly among the astonished tree-
tops. The trees, in our vision, would dance
from their places, as if to the music of Am-
phion, only that each tree is neatly labelled
with its botanical name, and if it attempted
to escape from the Common would be recog-
nized and collared by the first policemnn.

It is objected by some people wholly de-
void of sentiment, that one or two thousand
warriors, with colors flying and brass bands
clashing, would make it rather lively in onr
streets for those Bostonians who have an
old-fashioned idea that the Sabbath is nota
good day for a general fpree, It can hardly
be expected that what he wonld consider nar-

Legialature has been rendered thoroughly rot-
ton during the last fifteen years by railway
bills for w the roads could afford to pay,
snd more especially by dea #he munioipsl
affairs of this great city into Albany vor-
tex. ‘Fhe gorruption funds have been ohiefly
0 from thess two source®: and it has
been the settled aiin of our Demooratio Gov-
ernor and Legislature to dry up these fonun-
taina by removing such subjects from Albany
cc-ntml,.' Governor Hoffman's wvetoes, 8o
countless by their multitude, and so diversi-

fied in their subjects, have been governed b
a persistent unity of pu the key nns
cine to the of them his

invincible determination to substitute gene-
ral laws for specific legislation, and thus
diminish the corrupting jobs that annually
come to Albany for leginlative sanction.
Even when the promoters of such jobs are
not ready to pay money to get them throngh,
the y debanch legislation in another way, by
tbe process ealled ‘‘log-rolling.” Governor
Hoffmwan bas aimed to cut up the whole ays-
tem by the roots, and save the timeand the
mworsls of the Legislature by wise and com-
jiehensive general laws,

The Democratic Legislatnre has acted in
pursusnce of the same pringiple,. The most
importent of its measures are those relating
to the governmwent of this eity, which have
beretofore been the ehief source of corruption
al the Btate capital. The chorus of howls
which the Hepublican press has raised over
the two per cent, tax levy bill oan deceive
nobody, The whole Renublican press of the
State bas for years borne witoess to the faot
that the ordinary tax levy is no guarantee
sgninet extravagant expenditures. There has
never been anydiffionlty in getting a Republi-
con Le gislature to ganction every item which
the cily autborities bave asked for, If the
Republican press is to be believed, the an-
runl tax levy has been regularly passed b
bribing Kepublican members. The New Yorz
tax levy has been the fnal placer of every
eesrion. This soured™of legislative corraption
i# completely dried up by the new law which
rewands the estimates and eppropriations to
the cily anthorities, with a rigorons Hmil to
ibe rate of taxation and the amount of ex-
penditure. Whatever may be the effect of
this Jaw on the local government, nobody can
dispuig its tepdency to purify the State Le-
gislature, And a8 the rale of city taxation is
to be considerably less than heretofore, it is
manifest that this advantage is not purchased
at the expense of the city tax-payers,

Whetber the limited power of taxation is
lodged in the right hands is a difficult ques-
tion, which cannot he solved by theoretical
reasoning, but only by the result of the ex-
periment. If, on trial, it i3 not found to
work well, we hold ourselves as free to de-
nounce il as we now are to favor it as a pro-
visiopal and tentative expedient, It 15 a
choice of evils, bat it is difficalt to see
where the power could be deposited with
less hazard. The experience of many years
bas shown that the revision of the tax levy
by the Legislaturs i8 no check on munici-
Eai extravagance. The city authorities

ave always got everything they asked
for, and the tax.payers have been burdened
with the bribes paid to seeure the passage of
the bill. The old Board of Sapervisors, now
hanin eholisbed, was as little to be trusted
as the Legislature. The alleged corruption
of the Common Council was the pretext for
taking the tax levy oul of its hands and trans-
ferring it to Albany. There is not an intelli-
gent man in the city wbo wonld wish the
Doard of B:F:rvisom revived, or the power of
taxation again vested in the Common Couneil.
Those who declsim against the new law have
not attempted to show where the power could
be more safely lodged.

The govermment of great olties
the wost difficnlt prolﬂ
ties. It is at present depriving afllicted
Franee of the blessings of peace. The proper
motbod of assessing looal expenses is just
now the leading topic in the British Parlia-
ment, Mr. Gosshen's new bill on that subject
being the engruwin theme of the English
newspapers. In England, as in this conntry,
there is a vast inorease of looal expenditures,
most of which results from the growth of
cities. The London Hconomist, in a very
long article on Mr, Goschen's report, speech,
and bill, after giving statistics of the great
increase of local burdens, makes these re-
marks: —*‘And the conrse historically of these
burdens has been that the purely local rates
bave greatly increased: in fact, they belong
almost exclnsively to the age of great cities,
and to the modern disposition to wiscellane-
ous improvement. * * * * We know
generally that they are the creation of recent
times, "

We are only experiencing what is experi-
enced in otber countries in this “‘age of great
cities,” New York being the most important
of American cities, the problem is presented
here in its most unwlelcﬂ' form. aile Lon-
don flounders, and Paris wellers in blood, we
meay congratulate onrselves that we have so
prowising a prospect of a satisfactory solu-
tion. The old form of manicipal government
bas broken dowil even in the small city of
Warhington, and the legialation at Albany
will compare favorably, in every respect, with
that of Congress for the District of Columbis,
although thelatteris sosimple and manageable
in comparison. It it not probable that a per-
feot scheme for the governwment of great cities
basbeen struck out at asingle heat; but the New
York experimenl has as foir o promise of sue-
cess as any which basd yet bean devised, Our
mwunicipal government is not more expensive
in proportion than that of London, although
labcr is so muoch chesper in that metropolis,
aud it lacks our sdwirabls system of free
schools, supported at the pnblio expense. The
1 ew experiment bere 1s bopeful and deserves
a fair trial,
